Thursday 
the contest of flying machines for the 
scientific American cup will be held. 
Friday will be "free-for-all" day, in 
*hich any kind of air-craft that will 
get above ground may participate in 
the contest to win the Lahrn cup, 
which has just been won by Aero- 
nauts -McCoy"and Chandler in their 
long balloon flight from St. Louis to 
West Virginia. 


The first international contest was 


held last year at Paris, at which Lieu- 
tenant Frank P. Lahm of the United 
States cavalry, by a flight of 40.2 miles, 
won the James Gordon Bennett cup, 
the trophy of the contest. The, cup is 
an object of art in massive silver,

the north fork of the Licking river 
that was. to have been moved in 11 
minutes this morning, never moved, 
as the steam cock oh the engine blew 
out and .work on the bridge was aban- 
doned for the day. The old bridge 
was put back into position and an- 
other attempt to move the structure 
will be made tomorrow morning. 


Immediately after No. 1, the fast 


Chicago passenger, passed over the 
old bridge at 8 o'clock, a gang of sec- 
tion men was put at work tearing up 
the old. bridge. The rails and ties 
and supports were removed and 
at 


9:11 o'clock 
Supt. Moore of the 


Youngstown Construction company, 
the contractors for the new bridge, 
gave orders for the engineer to start 
the engine and take in the slack of 
the big cables. 


The cables, which were stretched 


around the abutment of the Pan Han- 
dle bridge stood the strain, as did the 
engine, which was solidly roped to 
the tracks. At 9:14 Moore gave the 
signal, "All together," and the throt- 
tle of the engine was opened. Then 
the steameock blew out, the fire was 
pulled and the work, as far as the 
new bridge is concerned, was over for 
the day. 


The section gang was put back to 


work, and the old bridge hurriedly 
reconstructed so that 
trafiic would 


not be tied up. 


Supt. Irwin of the B. & O. at this

to sell us any real estate, and the dust

Off For Los Angeles. 


But I ain digressing before I really 


get started.

is eastern to California which lies this 
side of the Rockies—was Chicago, and 
there we took the Los Angeles limited 
at 10 p. m. of a Thursday and settled 
down to a continuous performance of 
elegant leisure at forty miles au hour 
until Sunday midnight.

It w,:s too Lite for 
the brass tand boys to be ont'ntid Sun- 
day besides, so we got in wit!ir,iit un- 
due demonstration. 
The first joke 


opened for inspection in that neighbor-1 
hood was presented by a thoughtless 
visitor. 
While waiting for a car this 


pes-son observed a slgu halfway up a 
telegraph pole, "Cars Stop Here," and 


over us. Oh, but it is grand to be a 
visiting humorist in southern Califor- 
nia! Then the San Gabriel mission, 
older than the oldest joke the Youkers 
Statesman man ever got off. and other 
scenes of interest and back to the ho- 
tel, where there was a banquet at 
night with Bob Burdette, the A. P. H. 
chaplain, presiding and letting every- 
body else do the talking as much as 
possible. And, oh, it was grander than 
ever to be a humorist among an ap- 
preciative throng of polite people who 
laughed at everything we said! 


Next day we were lunched at the 


beautiful home of Brother and Sister 
Burdette in beautiful—this adjective is 
used 
advisedly—Pasadena, and 
we 


were autoed around town, and some of 
us got beyond the Arroyo Seco to the 
home of Mrs. Foy and her daughters, 
v. here more reception waited for us 
and joy was unconfined. 


Dined in Pasadena. 


In the evening the Pasadena board 


of trade dined us at the Hotel Mary- 
laud, but it did not wine us. Pasadena 
is a dry town. When a southern Cali- 
fornia town is morally and meteoro- 
logically dry, say, the desert of Sahara 
feels like getting wrung out ami hung 
up for improvement. Still we did our 
banquet stunts and took plenpnre in it, 
for every' time v>e made those Pasa- 
dena people Inujrh it cracked their lips 
open till they wished sincerely that 
they had waited till niter v,e came be- 
fore they voted the Prohibition ticket 
It •« as our dearest revenge. 


Wednesday \\c hit the trr.il for 


Mount r.ov, e. stopping at Hollywood 
to visit the flowery home of Paul de 
Longpre. who paints flowers so nat- 
urally that ho has to put nets over 
them to keep the bees off nnd has a 
home prettier Ihnn any of his pictures. 
The ascent of Mount Lowe—<". ery hu- 
morist in th? bunch remarked that 
".owe was a fuuny nnme to give a 
high mountain — Is uiado by sliding 
». al«« for .~I.IH,O fwf, nnd the other thou- 


sand Is done oa f<-ot or pony back. A 
peculiarity of the climate was discov- 
ered here—to wit, the higher the tem- 
perature is the lower It is.

Friday Riverside, famous in the 


beauty show business, called us thith- 
er, and we went in a special car over ; 
the Salt Lake and were autoed over' 
about a thousand miles of magnolia j 
and pepper and paltu avenues which j 
would be worth §40 a foot to any town i 
east of the range. Then we scooted to 
the top of Rubido mountain and were 
given a birdseye view of more topo- 
graphic loneliness than we could pay 
for in a million years if we got $4 
apiece for jokes of any vintage. This 
road cost $30,000 and is of such grade 
that an auto will run from top to bot- 
tom without using a drop of gasoline 
or jumping the fence a single time. 
None has ever tried to use gasoline, 
but several have tried to jump the 
fence. You can't trust an auto. Said 
our chauffeur to me—he was a promi- 
nent citizen—"An auto Is just like a 
woman—you never can tell what she 
will do nest" It didn't sound like a 
joke to me. and I didn't laugh. After 
a minute be said, "But when you get 
her going right she beats the world." 
Then I laughed, and he said he meant 
the auto. All the humorists don't be- 
long to the A. P. H. 


We were fed at the Glenwood tav- 


ern, one of the show hotels of Califor- 
nia, and strutted around the place 
with our chests puffed out like haughty 
millionaires out"to buy health at .$99 a 
throw. 
Mr. Miller, the boss, who is 


also an artist and poet, was in Europe, 
and I sighed to think how much liter- 
ary atmosphere he was losing. River- 
side has a population of 30.000 people 
and several million var.'eties of trop- 
ical plants, which flourish regardless 
of expense. 


Saturday night we took a Salt Lake 


special for Goldfield and reached that 
auriferous spot at midnight Sunday, 
beirg met by a committee with a bar- 
rel of beer on a truck. Sunday being j 
a sacred day to humorists, we went to 
bed to get ready for the Monday do- 
ings. Go!d3e!d dug up a wheelbarrow 
load of raw material, converted it into 
currency and blew itself. 
We got 


right in the draft and stayed there. It 
was grand—50 cents for an egg and 
a dollar for a bite off 
the hen! 


Somebody else paid the bills, and we 
simply wallowed in wealth. 
They 


showed us the town and everything 
clean down into the earth for 330, feet 
Millions of dollars in gold were in 
sight down there, bat it was fastened! 
to the ground, and we were unable to 
move it 
At night a grand exhibition 


of slugging was tendered to the "Amer- 
ican Humorists of the World" at the 
Hippodrome Opera House, with intel- j 
lectual stunts by the visiting humor-1 
ists between scraps, and the scene beg- j 
gared description. Goldfield has 25.000 | 
population and is the greatest mining I 
camp in the world. One saloon, with 
gambling on the side—all sides—has 
been capitalized at $100.000 and pays 
35 per cent a month. The town is on 
the desert, and the only green spot in 
sight is a small dooryard which costs 
the owner $100 a month to Keep it 
green. House rent is whatever a fam- 
ily will pay rather than sleep iu the 
saud. Gals get $4 a day folding pa- 
pers in a printing office. 
Lady ste- 


nographers pull S50 a week, with 
chances to speculate in mines, and two 
of thern have accumulated $75.000 
each. The dust is so thick that when 
the wind raises it they have to blow 
it away with dynamite. Bootblacks 
charge 25 cents a shine and have to 
pay 10 cents a shovelful to remove the 
dust before applying the polish. 


Everything in town is wide open er- 


cept the churches. It's a bully place 
to be -nhen the luck Is right and 
everybody seems'to think that the luck 
will come his v.ay, if it hasn't already. 
Go to Goldfield. It's a warm baby! 
Aud jou should see the town. 


Reception In Salt Lake.

of Secretary Taft. 
After taking up in 


Rome detail the evils that have result- 
ed from the rapid de^ rlopment of cor- 
porations during the past fev,- years 
Mr. Taft says: 


"Without defending, mitigating or in 


any way justifying the evils I have 
described, it certainly can be said that 
they were the outgrowth of the enor- 
mous expansion of business and of 
capital involved in the spreading busi- 
ness of the country and that, while 
they are to be deplored and to be 
stamped out, it would be the utmost 
folly to initiate and carry through 
legislation which instead of remedying 
the evil shall kill the enterprise and 
investments which ha~j gone on apace 
to make this nation the great center of 
industry and produciiou of the world. 
Arid the danger now is that in the zeal 
for reform demagogues. Socialists and 
enemies of society may be given an 
opportunity to carry oa legislation to 
such au extreme as permanently to 
hamper the business growth of the 
country, 


"No injustice reacts so quickly as 


injustice to capital, for capital can pro- 
tect itself, can stand a loss and with- 
draw and leave the community from 
which it flees in a condition of help- 
lessness that it will take years to over- 
come. While this is the clanger from 
the awakened public conscience on the 
subject of business Integrity, let us 
not fail to rejoice in the enormous ben- 
efit to the country which is involved in 
the existence of this public conscience, 
for it was quickened into expression 
at a time when the greatest prosperity 
prevailed 
throughout the country, 


when lavished wealth made comfort 
for more people than ever before and 
when that luxury and hunt for pleas- 
ure which led the Roman empire and 
other dynasties of okl to destruction 
it was prophesied would bring about 
the same fate for this republic. But 
it has not done so, and in the face 
of comfort, luxury and pleasure there 
has arisen this protest from the many 
enjoying all the prosperity possible 
against the abuses and violations of 
the trust, and the-re has arisen a cry 
for a higher business morality and a 
more eacred cafe and scruple in the 
conduct of agents and trustees. 


The Public's Demands. 


"It is becoming more and more cer- 


tain that the public will insi-t on 
greater publicity in the management 
of these great financial trusts, nnd a 
closer scrutiny into the methods by 
which the gre.it combinations shall 
continue and maintain their business, 
and a greater and theater care and re- 
gard for the public with which the 
railroad and other transportation com- 
panies 
&lia!l 
discharge the duties 


which, in accepting valuable fran- 
chises, they assume to di-charge to- 
ward the communities in which they 
carry on their business. 


''The various pitAisions of law.'the 


tribunals and exwitive machinery by 
which these res 
T:li-> are to be accom- 


plished, will be Iho duty of the coming 
generation to work out and develop. 
The irresponsibility of the wielder of 
millions of capital which has hereto- 
fore accompanied bis exercise of pow- 
er iu the business communities, it if 
now settled, mu^t have an end, and 
the limitation whkh shall effectually 
end it will be d:' tated by expenecee 
and the statesmanlike acumen of the 
coming generation. 


"Such changes cannot be effected in 


a short time. 
Su< h changes cannot be 


brought about by a mere denuncia- 
tion and indiscriminate condemnation, 
whether delivered from n stump or 
contained In *hc provisions of law. 
They must and v. i > l be fashioned ulti- 
mately by the hands of one or many 
wBo shall reiuia; the necessity for 
maintaining the in- itutions of private 
nroperty and the freedom of indi'-'Jd- 
ual initiative, on Hie one hand, and of
